For three or four weeks paff, we hsd eX- 
prriencrd an almoff uninterrupted feries of 
W. and S. W . winds, until Sunday evening 
hA, wbcu the wifiti flbiftcd raorid to the

When the wind fliifled to S. 


W. u feemed to threaten univerfil dti^ruc- 
t'cn, the gable ends of three brick hcul'es 
Wf-rr waOied or blown down ; many wooden 
buildirps 
were confiderably wrecked and 
{(<me n finilhed ones entirely demolifhed.— 
Mr. IfidC Baldwin was killed by the falliftg 
of an ohi burnt wall, and we hear that fcve- 
ral u'-g'^oes have been killed and one drowned 
on plantations in our vicinity. 
As far as 
we have been able to obtain information, the 
crops of corn, peas, rice, &c. are í»lmoí\ en­ 
tirely deffroyed. 
The falling of trees and 
breaking up of bridges having fufperded the 
communication between the town and coun­ 
try, and the ffage not having arrived, we are 
unable to give an account of the rxtenfive 
and diftrfiling lofTc* inevitable throughout 
the d'Üriél, and wc fear the whole ffate.

Extract o f a letter from Captain Mu*phy^ o f 
the brig Actress^ to the Editor of the B al­ 
timore American, dated 
Q U A R A N T I N E G R O U N D , Sept. 4. 


“ On the 23d of Auguft, the day previo's 
to liiy leaving the Havanna, the Pomona a 
SpaniOi frigate of 36 guns, from Vera C/uz, 
was taken about 2 leagues to the eaftward of 
the Moro by two Englifh 
frigates, the 
Arethvifa and AQfon, afte a clofe ad\ion of 
'ixteen minutes—-although the Spanifh fri­ 
gate was afTifted by feven gun boats, (one of 
which was blown up, and another funk) and 
a battery of 11 gnus. Previous to the a£tiori 
there was a large quantity of money landed 
from the frigate, reported to be the property 
of the King ; but the Englifh took with the 
fhip half a million of dollars : it was reported 
the commander uf the Spanifh frigate loft his 
life in the action ; the number of others killed 
is not mentioned, but fuopofcd confiderable 
from the clofcncfs of|the a^ion and the heavy 
fire. 
On the 24th I fell in with 3 (hi ps, a 
little to the northward of the Doubleheaded 
Shot Keys, one of them appearing much 
difabled,another had her in towftandingto tht 
northward through to Florida Gulf—-Tbefe
